LONDON, July 23—While sug- 
gestions have been made that Great 
Britain should take steps to sum- 
mon a meeting of the league coun- 
cil to deal with the Chino-Russian 
crisis, Right, Hon, Arthur Hender- 


son, secretary for foreign affairs, 
takes the ground that it is not an 
easy matter to put the machinery 
of the league into action when one 
party to a dispute is a member of 
the league and the other is not a 
member, 

So Britain, with France and the 
United States, is working to avert 
war between Russia and China by 
invoking the Kellogg anti-war pact, 
fo which both the disputants are 
signatories, 

“War in the ordinary sense of the 
term,’ the Yorkshire Post says to- 
day, “is not the chosen instrument 
of the Soviet for pursuance of its 
nationalist and imperialist aims. 
Soviet Russia, as everybody knows, 
has developed an altogether dif- 
ferent weapon, namely, communist 
intrigue within the country which 
she desires to dominate.”

THE UTILITIES 


With a combined surplus of $261,282 
for the first six months of the year, the 
city utilities have bettered their showing 
for the first half of last year, by about 
510,000, A particularly gratifying fea- 
ture is that the street railway has 
multiplied its surplus fourteen times, and 
has net earnings of $14,134 to show for 
the past six months. The electric light 
service, despite two successive cuts in 
rates, has a balance $2,000 larger than a 


year ago, 
When an enterprise is earning money 
the natural inclination is to “let well

The People who 
weep most readily are not the miost 
sympathetic; they are more apt to 
be the persons who most readily lose 
control, or Just have that kind of a 
sympathetic nervous system that has 
readier aceess to the glands and the 
rest of the bodily mechanisms, They 
are often somewhat hysterical, 

The susceptibility to the several 
kinds of sympathy also varies ir- 
regularly, Years ago I tried to find 
out whether persons who just couldn't 
look at trapeze performers or stééple 
climbers themselves suffered more in- 
tensely when in dangerous places; but 
I didn't get very far, That kind of 
sympathy may be less upsetting than 
the sight of suffering; some just can’t 
go into hospitals, and the operating 
room makes them faint. The sym- 
pathy of pity is the most intimate; 
yet any kind of tender feeling opens 
the tear glands and induces an or- 
ganic emotion; a thrill of patriotism 
as well as of horror may do it, 

So this budding psychologist need 
feel no concern nor bewilderment 
about her symptom; it's quite com- 
mon and has no particular signifi- 
cance as a matter of mental hygiene, 
While a close relation between emo- 
tional sympathy and a ready organic 
expression is presumably the more 
normal one, exceptions seem as com- 
mon as the rule, People who blush
